Just recently a deliberation of 
grave importance for medical 
specialists was held where 
about 30 specialists with 
fixed AZV salaries were pres¬ 
ent. The “Arubaanse Verenig- 
ing van Specialisten in 
Dienstverband,” (Aruban 
foundation for specialists) is 
an entity only for AZV 
salaried specialists who num¬ 
bers about 30 medical spe¬ 
cialists. Whereas the 
Association of medical spe¬ 
cialists in private practice (not 
on the AZV payroll), such as 
VMSA has less members. 

A notable observation in 
recent years is that the inter¬ 
est of the specialists with 
fixed salaries seems to be 
much less than that of those 
in so-called 'private’ practice. 
The medical specialists with 
fixed salaries are desirous of 
changing their perceived 
image. They claim to work 
very hard and that they con¬ 
tribute in great measure to the 
improvement of the quality 
of medical care in the hospi¬ 
tal. On the other hand, the 
medical specialist in 'private’ 
practice only provide medical 
services and participate only 
minimally in necessary delib¬ 
erations regarding quality im¬ 


provement projects. This is 
why there is the perception 
that medical specialists with 
fixed salaries work less, 
which in essence is not the 
case. 

In the past, medical spe¬ 
cialists with fixed salaries 
served on the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of the dr. E. Oduber Hos¬ 
pital (Aruba’s local hospital). 
However, the interest of the 
hospital and its employees 
were not always in sync with 
each other. There is very little 
transparency with respect to 
the different employment 
packages offered to medical 
specialists with fixed salaries. 
The association is intent on 
bringing about more clarifi¬ 
cation and uniformity in this 
matter. By organizing them¬ 
selves as a formal group, the 
specialists on fixed salaries 
want more participation in 
the management of the hospi¬ 
tal. This way, according to 
them, the Board of Directors 
can make better decisions. 

For the minister of public 
health, Dr. Richard Visser, it 
is vitally important for our 
medical specialists to provide 
the best of service and high 
quality medical care.

Rio horrified as Carnival preps Anti-Islam MP in Dutch 
90 up in flames court, claims 'persecution'

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AFP) - Rio’s famed Carnival 
due to be held next month was 
dealt a devastating blow yes¬ 
terday when a fire destroyed 
workshops containing some of 
the floats and thousands of in¬ 
tricate costumes made for the 
event. 

"We are heartbroken," said 
Jorge Castanheira, president of 
the League of Samba Schools 
which puts on the yearly event. 
"Everything was practically 
ready for the Carnival." 

"A dream has been thrown 
in the trash. Months of work, 
and it's all lost," one costume 
worker, Jose da Silva Junior, 
lamented to reporters. 

Several hours after the 
blaze gutted part of Samba 
City, the area dedicated to 
Rio's Carnival preparations, 
around 100 firefighters man¬ 
aged to bring the situation 
under control though black 
smoke continued to billow 
over the city. 
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Officials said that despite 
the ravages of the fire, Carni¬ 
val would go ahead as usual, 
with Rio's spectacular parades 
of dancers in feathers and 
multi-million-dollar allegorical 
floats to take place March 6 
and 7. 

Although other Carnival 
parades take place across this 
country of 193 million people, 
none comes close to the 
grandeur and complexity of 
Rio's event, which unfolds in a 
special stadium attended by 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - The Netherlands 
said yesterday it had sum¬ 
moned Iran's ambassador in 
The Hague to protest the 
hushed burial of a Dutch citi¬ 
zen after she was executed by 
the regime in Tehran. 

A foreign ministry 
spokesman said the Dutch am¬ 
bassador to Tehran was also 
being brought back to The 
Hague for consultations after 
Zahra Bahrami was buried in 
the absence of her family who 
had wished to be present. 

"We were taken aback by 
the manner in which Mrs 
Bahrami's remains were 
treated, and we want to protest 
the lack of respect shown to 
her family," spokesman Bengt 
van Loosdrecht told AFP. 

The Iranian ambassador, 
Kazem Gharib Abadi, was 


thousands of ticket-holders and 
local and foreign VIPs. 

The inferno shocked all of 
Brazil, which ranks Rio's Car¬ 
nival as its premier display of 
national pride — at least as im¬ 
portant as top football games. 
It calls the event the "the 
biggest show on Earth." 

Castanheira said he was not 
certain workers would be able 
to rebuild everything that was 
lost before the popular event. 

The cause of the blaze was 
not known.

where he met a senior official 
yesterday morning, said the 
spokesman. 

The Netherlands had also 
decided to consult its own am¬ 
bassador, Cees Kole, on the 
matter. Kole would seek a 
meeting with Iran's foreign 
minister and report back in The 
Hague on Thursday. 

Bahrami, a 46-year-old 
Iranian-bom naturalised Dutch 
citizen, was hanged on January 
29 after being convicted of a 
drugs offence. Tehran prosecu¬ 
tor Abbas Jafari Dolatabadi 
said cocaine was found in a 
search of her home. 

She was initially arrested in 
the aftermath of the wide¬ 
spread protests in 2009 that 
followed disputed elections in 
Iran. 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Dutch anti- 
Islam lawmaker Geert Wilders 
claimed yesterday he was 
being persecuted for his views, 
asking an Amsterdam court to 
protect free speech and disal¬ 
low his hate speech trial. 

"Citizens who criticise 
Islam pay a bitter price. They 
are threatened, persecuted, 
criminalised," the politician 
told a panel of judges at a hear¬ 
ing to plan the modalities of 
his new trial. 

"Who speaks the truth is in 
danger," said the MP who calls 
Islam "fascist," has likened the 
Koran to Hitler's "Mein 
Kampf' and is under 24-hour 
protection following death 
threats. 

Wilder's trial for inciting 
hatred against Muslims was in¬ 
terrupted last October when 
the judges trying him were or¬ 
dered to step down by a panel 
of their peers who upheld the 
politician's bias claims. 


Her execution last month 
prompted the Dutch govern¬ 
ment to freeze all contact with 
what it labelled a "barbarous 
regime". 

According to a report on 
Dutch public radio, which 
cited an Iranian human rights 
body, Bahrami was buried on 
Sunday some 400 kilometers 
(250 miles) outside Tehran. 


No new trial date has been 
set. 

Wilders' lawyer, Bram 
Moszkowicz, asked the court 
yesterday for permission to file 
a so-called preliminary plea to 
challenge the validity of his 
prosecution. If successful, it 
would cancel a new trial. 

Wilders, 47, faces five 
counts of giving offence to 
Muslims and of inciting hatred 
against Muslims and people of 
non-Western immigrant origin, 
particularly Moroccans. 

He told the court yesterday 
that Islam was a "totalitarian 
ideology" that could "only 
yield societies that are back¬ 
ward and pauperised." 

"I hope that freedom of ex¬ 
pression will triumph," the 
politician said. 

Wilders, whose Party for 
Freedom gives parliamentary 
support to a right leaning coali¬ 
tion, risks up to a year in jail or 
a 7,600-euro fine for com¬ 
ments made in his campaign to 
"stop the Islamisation of the 
Netherlands." 

Prosecutors, who initially 
dismissed dozens of com¬ 
plaints against him in June 
2008, told the court last Octo¬ 
ber that Wilders' statements, 
though hurtful, were not crim¬ 
inal, and sought his acquittal. 

Appeals judges in January 
2009 ordered that Wilders be 
put on trial as his utterances 
amounted to "sowing hatred" - 
- compelling an unwilling 
prosecution to mount a case 
against him.

New study raises questions over touted 'adult* stem 


PARIS (AFP) - The quest to 
generate replacement tissue 
in the lab faced questions re¬ 
cently over mature cells 
whose DNA is "repro¬ 
grammed” so that they grow 
with youthful vigour into 
new cells. 

Cellular reprogramming 
last year emerged as the new 
frontier in the heavily pro¬ 
moted search to grow cells to 
replenish heart, liver, muscle 
or other tissue damaged by 
disease, age or accident. 

In 2010, scientists an¬ 
nounced they had been able 
to wipe out the DNA pro¬ 
gramming of mature (also 
called adult) cells, yielding 
versatile stem cells that 
would be the raw material for 
organ-specific cells. 

That announcement spar¬ 
ked great excitement. 

These reverse-engineered 
cells seemed to look and act 
as an alternative to stem cells 
from human embryos — a 
miraculously potent but con¬ 
troversial and limited source. 

But the new study, pub¬ 
lished in Nature, suggests the 
hoped-for substitute, induced 
pluripotent stem cells 
(iPSCs), does not become a 


completely blank slate, as 
thought. 

Instead, peripheral parts of 
their code are riddled with in¬ 
delible marks, "a consistent 
pattern of reprogramming er¬ 
rors," its authors said. 

"Embryonic stem cells are 
considered the gold standard 
for pluripotency," said lead re¬ 
searcher Joseph Ecker of the 
Salk Institute for Biological 
Studies in La Jolla, California, 
referring to the ability of stem 
cells to form different types of 
cells found in the body. 

"So we need to know 
whether — and if so, how — 
iPSCs differ from embryonic 
cells." 

Moreover, these repro¬ 
gramming quirks were 
passed on when iPSCs were 
then coaxed into a more spe¬ 
cialised cell type. 

The signatures are not 
found at the core level of the 
gene, but in a peripheral zone 
called the epigenome. This is 
essentially the switching sys¬ 
tem that turns genes on or off 
and determines their level of 
activity. 

In the study, researchers 
scrutinized well-known epi¬ 
genetic elements called 


methylomes, comparing em¬ 
bryonic stems cells and 
iPSCs. 

At first glance, the pat¬ 
terns were nearly identical. 

"But when we started to 
dig deeper, we discovered 
significant differences," said 
Ryan Lister, also at the Salk 
Institute. 

The experiments revealed 
that the newly-generated 


stem cells maintained traces 
of their origins. An iPSC de¬ 
rived from a fat cell, for ex¬ 
ample, still showed residual 
signature patterns in its 
methylation. 

Moreover, regardless of 
their origins, the iPSCs all 
showed that a region of DNA 
called telomeres and cen¬ 
tromeres proved resistant to 
reprogramming. 


Telomeres are protective 
"caps" on the end of chromo¬ 
somes, and play a key role in 
ageing and longevity. Cen¬ 
tromeres, found near the axis 
of a chromosome, are in¬ 
volved in cell division. 

The new work added to 
previous research that shows 
iPSCs are indeed different 
from embyronic stem cells.

Tea tree oil (Melaleuca alternifolia 
[Maiden & Betche] Cheel) 



Tea tree oil is obtained by steam distillation of the leaves of 
Melaleuca alternifolia . Tea tree oil is purported to have an¬ 
tiseptic properties and has been used traditionally to prevent 
and treat infections. While numerous laboratory studies have 
demonstrated antimicrobial properties of tea tree oil (likely 
due to the compound terpinen-4-ol), only a small number of 
high-quality trials have been published. Human studies have 
focused on the use of topical tea tree oil for fungal infections 
(including fungal infections of the nails and athlete's foot), 
acne, and vaginal infections. However, there is a lack of de¬ 
finitive available evidence for the use of tea tree oil in any of 
these conditions, and further study is warranted. 

Tea tree oil should not be used orally; there are reports of tox¬ 
icity after consuming tea tree oil by mouth. When applied to 
the skin, tea tree oil is reported to be mildly irritating and has 
been associated with the development of allergic contact der¬ 
matitis, which may limit its potential as a topical agent for 
some patients. 


Cultural shift bahind Italian woman's 
thinning 



ROME (AFP) - Gone are the 
"Big Mamma" stereotypes and 
the full figures of yesteryear — 
a new study has found Italian 
women are the only ones get¬ 
ting thinner despite an obesity 
epidemic in the Western world. 

And experts told AFP it's all 
thanks to major cultural 
changes in Italy, a healthy 
Mediterranean diet and simply 
paying more attention to waist¬ 
lines. 

The ideal of beauty is "very 
different from the post-war pe¬ 
riod if you look at photos of 
actresses from the 1950s" like 
Sofia Loren or Gina Lollob- 
rigida, said Maria Rosaria 
D'lsanto, a nutritional expert in 


Treviso in northern Italy. 

A global study published in 
British medical journal The 
Lancet backs her up, finding 
that the Body Mass Index 
(BMI) for Italian women has 
fallen from 25.2 in 1980 to 
24.9 in 1990 and 24.8 in 2008, 
bucking the trend seen else¬ 
where. 

D'lsanto said Italian women 
are just more informed about 
weight issues. 

"The level of education has 
risen and with that so has the 
consciousness of the correla¬ 
tion between excessive weight 
and health. We have a new 
generation that is not the 'fat is 
beautiful' one," she said. 

Another important factor 
was "the re-evaluation during 
the 1980s of the Mediterranean 
diet" based on olive oil and 
rich in fibres, she added. 

In France "the cuisine is 
rich in fats with cheese or but¬ 
ter but in Italy it's olive oil. We 
are more conscious of what 
constitutes fat," she said. 

Public health campaigns in 
schools over the past 30 years 
have given a helping hand and 
Italian women are now doing 
more exercise than ever be¬ 
fore. 


And last but not least par¬ 
ents are becoming "very care¬ 
ful about food" compared to 
grandparents, who think of 
"plentiful eating as a sign of 
wealth." 

Pietro Migliaccio, head of 
the Italian Society of Food Sci¬ 
ences, says he now can't tell 
the difference between a 30- 
year-old and a 45-year-old or 
between a 40-year-old and a 
65-year-old in the streets of 
Rome or Milan. 

"If you look at Scandina¬ 
vian, German or Ukrainian 
women, they're magnificent 
when they're 18-20 years old 
but after that they let them¬ 
selves go and by the time 
they're 35 they're already 
flabby," Migliaccio said. 

"It's not just that they're 
going to the hairdresser more. 
Italian women are among the 
most elegant in Europe and 
they care more about their 
waistlines than other women," 
he said — "even when they are 
overweight or obese." 

Last but not least, Migliac¬ 
cio said the BMI is going 
down because Italians as a 
whole are getting taller "and 
can now have basketball or 
volleyball teams"

British offshore rig owner Ensco to buy rival 
Pride: 

NEW YORK (AFP) - British offshore rig operator Ensco said 
it will buy US rival Pride International for about $7.3 billion in 
a deal creating the world's second-largest offshore driller. 

With an estimated value of about $16 billion, the new entity 
will have 74 rigs spanning all of the strategic, high-growth mar¬ 
kets around the globe, the two firms said. 

The deal was unanimously approved by each company?s board 
of directors.The transaction was expected to close as soon as 
the second quarter of 2011, subject to shareholder approval. 


US 'not clear' on French G20 food proposal: 

SAO PA ULO (AFP) - US Treasury Secretary Timothy Geithner 
said it was not clear what France was proposing within the G20 
to stamp out food price volatility, and implied market forces 
should be left to work unhindered. 

France, the current chair of the G20 group of major developed 
and developing nations, has vowed to bring stability to food 
commodity prices, possibly by creating a new mechanism in 
the World Trade Organization. 

The FAO and another UN agency, the World Food Program, 
suggested that the problem contributed to protests that led to 
the fall of the Tunisian government last month. 


Deutsche Bank boss in row over 'pretty 
women' jibe: 

FRANKFURT (AFP) - The head of Germany's largest bank, 
Deutsche Bank, has drawn ire by saying that appointing more 
women to its executive board would make it "prettier and more 
colourful," a press report said. 

Amid a debate on whether Germany should set quotas for 
women on the boards of major groups, Josef Ackermann ac¬ 
knowledged there were none on the bank's executive commit¬ 
tee, a subordinate body to the board of directors. 

Ilse Aigner, the conservative German minister for agriculture 
and consumer affairs, shot back in the newspaper, saying: 
"Those who like pretty and colourful things should go take a 
walk in a field of flowers or a museum." 


Suzuki net profit nearly triples in 9 mths to Dec 

TOKYO (AFP) - Japanese automaker Suzuki Motor said its net 
profit nearly tripled in the April-December period as healthy 
sales in Asia offset the strength of the yen. 

Operating profit nearly doubled, rising 86 percent to 92.46 bil¬ 
lion yen. 

However, for the fiscal year ending March, Suzuki kept its net 
profit forecast at 35 billion yen and its operating profit forecast 
at 100 billion yen on sales of 2.5 trillion yen.

Brent oil price climbs back above $100 



FONDON (AFP) - Oil prices 
rebounded to briefly stand 
back above $100 amid linger¬ 
ing concerns over the impact 
of the political uncertainty in 
Egypt. 

This week in Fondon and 
after breaching $100 a barrel, 
Brent North Sea crude for de¬ 
livery in March was at $99.95, 
up 12 cents compared with- 
week-end’s close. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for March, 
dropped 63 cents to $88.40 a 
barrel. 

The price of New York 


crude lags far behind Brent 
owing to large supplies of oil 
remaining at the main US tran¬ 
sit point of Cushing, Okla¬ 
homa, according to analysts. 

Brent last week jumped 
above the key $100 mark for 
the first time in more than two 
years — and went on to cross 
$103 as sentiment was hit by 
concerns over the impact of the 
unrest in Egypt on global en¬ 
ergy supplies. 

But the market ran out of 
steam as traders took profits on 
weak jobless data in the United 
States, the world's biggest 
crude consuming nation. 

"The price of Brent has 
climbed above the $100 mark 
again ... after dipping below 
this mark ... after weaker-than- 
expected US labour market 
data," said Commerzbank 
commodities analyst Carsten 
Fritsch. 

"On the back of continued 
protests in the Middle East, oil 
prices remain well protected 
on the downside," Fritsch said. 

"The unrest in Egypt has 
also had an impact on the be¬ 


haviour of speculative finan¬ 
cial investors, who are increas¬ 
ingly betting on rising oil 
prices again amid the uncer¬ 
tainty about possible effects on 
oil supply." 

Egypt's embattled President 
Hosni Mubarak tried to buy 
himself some time in the face 
of defiant street protests Mon¬ 
day, vowing to boost public 
sector pay packets by 15 per¬ 
cent. 

The 82-year-old strongman 
met his new-look cabinet for 
the first time as the regime bat¬ 
tled to get the economy mov¬ 
ing again despite ongoing 
demonstrations by pro-democ¬ 
racy activists who have occu¬ 
pied a Cairo square. 

While Egypt is not a major 
crude producer, the country is 
home to the Suez Canal, which 
carries about 2.4 million bar¬ 
rels daily, roughly equal to 
Iraq's output. 

On the back of Egypt con¬ 
cerns, Brent crude spiked to 
$103.37 last week-end — 
reaching the highest level since 
September 26, 2008. 


VW to create 40,000 jobs by 2018 
says report 


BERFIN (AFP) - Germany's 
Volkswagen, Europe's biggest 
automaker, plans to boost its 
workforce from 250,000 to 
290,000 by 2018, with most 
of the new jobs to be created 
in China, the German auto 
weekly Woche reported. 

Citing internal and confi¬ 
dential documents, the weekly 
said that "the number of VW 
employees will rise from 
250,000 to 290,000 by 2018," 
including 35,000 new posts in 
China. 

Most of the new jobs — 
21,000 posts — will be created 
in the production sector, in¬ 
cluding 400 for managers and 
5,000 for engineers. 

Some 4,700 new jobs will 
open up in the commercial 
and customer service divi¬ 
sions. 

The new posts will come 
on top of those to be created 
to replace the 60,000 VW em¬ 
ployees due to retire by 2018, 
Woche said. 

Fast month, a report said 
VW was considering launch¬ 
ing a new car brand specifi¬ 
cally designed for the 
booming Chinese market. 



"The Chinese government 
has been promoting Chinese 
brands for some time now. In 
this context, joint ventures 
with foreign companies — 
such as FAW Volkswagen or 


SAIC Volkswagen for us — 
are encouraged to make a 
local marque," an official with 
unit Volkswagen China said in 
a Handelsblatt report. 

VW is now in talks with its 
Chinese partners, looking at 
the market for models below 
8,000 euros (11,000 dollars), 
the report said, adding that the 
company's supervisory board 
was expected to approve the 
project. 

VW sales in China jumped 
nearly 36 percent over a one- 
year period.

CASORIA, Italy (AFP) - An 
Italian museum director told 
AFP he is asking for asylum 
in Germany, saying he is fed 
up with mafia threats and a 
government that is failing to 
protect Italy's rich cultural 
heritage. 

"I wrote a letter to German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel," 
said Antonio Manfredi, direc¬ 
tor of the Contemporary Art 
Museum (CAM) in Casoria, 
an impoverished and crime- 
heavy town close to Naples 
in southern Italy. 

"I’m serious. It's not some 
kind of performance art. If 
she gives me asylum, I'm 
going to pack up my bags and 
move to Germany with my 
staff and the museum's entire 
collection of 1,000 works," 
said Manfredi, who is also a 
sculptor. 

"Germany has been one of 
the few countries that hasn't 
cut its culture budget. It gives 
a lot of money to research un¬ 
like here," he said. 

To make his point, he has 
even planted a German flag 
outside the museum. 



A native of Casoria, Man¬ 
fredi returned to his home¬ 
town after a career abroad 
including in China and the 
United States and set up the 
museum in 2005. 

"I wanted to start some¬ 
thing in this dead town," he 
said. 

But as soon as he started 
doing exhibitions on the local 
Camorra crime syndicate and 
on the problems of integra¬ 
tion of immigrants, Manfredi 
said he has received death 
threats and his museum has 
been vandalised. 

"There are dark forces at 


work here that want things to 
remain static. It's not neces¬ 
sarily a mafia guy turning up 
with a gun, it's more subtle 
than that but if you're from 
around here you get the mes¬ 
sage loud and clear," he said. 

Manfredi said that apart 
from some initial start-up 
money he has also received 
no funds from the state and 
has given up hope of getting 
any after some recent highly- 
publicised accidents at the 
ancient site of Pompeii. 

Most of the museum's 
funds are his own money and 
from private sponsors, while 
artists who come and visit 
sometimes donate their 
works. 

"If a government allows 
Pompeii to fall then what 
hope does my museum 
have... There's an enormous 
problem with culture in 
Italy," Manfredi said. 

Italy's government has 
slashed culture budgets in re¬ 
cent months, provoking a 
wave of protests and strikes 
and forcing museums to the 
brink of bankruptcy.

COLOMBO (AFP) - 
Residents and shop owners 
around the R. Premadasa Sta¬ 
dium, which will host seven 
matches, were issued the or¬ 
ders by Colombo city author¬ 
ities this week, the island's 
Sunday Times newspaper 
said. 

"These include abstaining 
from hanging out clothes for

The World Cup, hosted by 
India, Sri Lanka and 
Bangladesh, starts on Febru¬ 
ary 19 and ends on April 2.

LONDON (AFP) - Vladimir 
Klitschko wants Britain's 
David Haye to face him in a 
potential heavyweight unifi¬ 
cation bout on July 2 - and he 
doesn't care if the fight is in 
the UK. 

The Ukrainian, based in 
Germany, will defend his In¬ 
ternational Boxing Federa¬ 
tion (IBF) and World Boxing 
Organisation (WBO) titles 
against Britain's Dereck 
Chisora in a rescheduled 
clash in April. 

That means Haye, the 
World Boxing Association 
(WBA) champion, must first 
face mandatory title chal¬ 
lenger Ruslan Chagaev of 
Uzbekistan, before any fight 
with Klitschko can take 
place. 

But it is the fight between 
Klitschko and Haye which 
boxing fans are desperate to 
see and which is widely re¬ 
garded as essential if a dimin¬ 
ished division is to restore its 
tarnished reputation. 

Both men have insisted re¬ 


peatedly they do want to fight 
each other but, for various 
contractual reasons, the bout 
has still to happen. 

But Klitschko told BBC 
Sport on Monday: ”1 think 
after talking so much non¬ 
sense (Haye) has to show up 
in the ring. 

"He has been trying to be 
smart but eventually he put 
himself in a corner. He's talk¬ 
ing about legacy -1 don't see 
the legacy with him, to be 
honest with you. 

”1 think that it's not only 
my opinion but the opinion of 
a lot of fans. 

”I'm right here and I'm 
confirming that July 2, as I've 
said before, that's the date for 
the fight. 

"Either David Haye takes 
it or he just leaves the whole 
thing there. 

”We were agreed on the 
money, so that we split every¬ 
thing 50-50 and of course 
there is a lot of money to 
make, but money is not the 
issue right now. "As I said, I 


can confirm the date - July 2 - 
and the answer from David 
Haye was 'I don't want you to 
fight before' and however. The 
date is confirmed. Germany or 
the UK? It doesn't matter.” 

Haye, who has said he will 
retire when he turns 31 in Oc¬ 
tober, last month reiterated 
his determination to box Kl¬ 
itschko, whose brother Vitali 
owns the WBC belt, which 
along with the WBA title are 
the two most respected. 

"Fight fans just want to 
see the best against the best - 
if only it was that simple," 
Haye, a former cruiser- 
weight, said. 

"Very rarely in boxing do 
you get a situation where you 
have all the pieces of the puz¬ 
zle, all the politics have been 
smoothed over. 

"Then all of sudden he an¬ 
nounces he is fighting 
Chisora, knowing I have to 
then fight Chagaev. 

"To then fight me after is im¬ 
possible - it is a shame he has 
now shown his hue colours.”

Rohit Bhargava, who blogs 
about marketing, tweeted: 
"Groupon seems to have 
achieved the unique feat of 
paying $3 (million) to lose cus¬ 
tomers who previously loved 
them.” 

Groupon, a Chicago-based 
company that has grown rap¬ 
idly since its inception in 2008, 
acknowledged a "peculiar taste 
in humor” but said it in fact 
supported Tibetan causes. 

Groupon said it was match¬ 
ing donations of up to 
$100,000 to three charities in¬ 
cluding the Tibet Fund, which 
supports jobs for Tibetan 
refugees. 

Explaining the joke, the 
company said that its founders 
started in the world of philan¬ 
thropy but have "ended up sell¬ 
ing coupons.” 

"We loved the idea of pok¬ 
ing fun at ourselves by talking 
about discounts as a noble 
cause,” the company said in a 
blog post.

DALLAS (AFP) - The Super 
Bowl champions Green Bay 
Packers are taking the Vince 
Lombardi Trophy home for 
the first time in 14 years. 

And the Packers 31-25 
victory over the Pittsburgh 
Steelers in Super Bowl 45 on 
Sunday would certainly have 
made the award’s namesake 
and iconic former Green Bay 
coach proud. 

’’Coach Lombardi’s tro¬ 
phy,” Packers coach Mike 
McCarthy said, ”is finally 
going back home.” 

Vince Lombardi built 
championship franchises in 
Green Bay during the 1960s 
with teams loaded with tal¬ 
ent. 

The 2011 NFL champions 
are a throwback to that era 
and they showed it Sunday 
by fending off key injuries 
throughout the game to come 
out on top in front of one of 
the largest crowds in league 
history. 

When veteran receiver 
Donald Driver went down 
with an ankle injury and 
could not return, Jordy Nel¬ 
son stepped in, finishing with 
nine catches for 140 yards 
and one touchdown.

Driver said of Nelson. ’’When 
you get opportunities you 
have to make the most of 
them.” 

The Packers also lost star 
corner back Charles Wood- 
son with a collarbone injury 
but were able to fight through 
it. 

’’This is a great group of 
men we have put together 
here,” said Super Bowl MVP 
Aaron Rodgers. 

But this was nothing new 
for Green Bay which has 
been rotating players in and 
out of the lineup all season. 


The Packers’ starters missed 
a NFL-high 91 games to in¬ 
juries this year. 

’’We’ve been a team that 
has overcome adversity all 
year,” receiver Greg Jennings 
said. 

’’Now our captain goes 
down. It was emotional in the 
locker room. Our No. 1 re¬ 
ceiver goes down and more 
emotions are flying in the 
locker room but we find a 
way to bottle it up and exert 
it on the field.” 

This is the first Super 
Bowl win for Green Bay 
since Super Bowl 32 when 
they beat the New England 
Patriots 35-21. 

The Packers are one of the 
league’s most historic fran¬ 
chises and their 13 league 
championships is evidence of 
that. 

The team was founded in 
1919 and just happens to be 
the only community-owned 
club in the NFL. 

Loyalty among their fans 
runs deep. Hundreds showed 
up outside Cowboys Stadium 
seven hours before Sunday’s 
contest, minus tickets, but 
still wanting to soak up the 
atmosphere and take a few 
photos.

DENVER, Colorado (AFP) - 
Swedish star Peter Forsberg, 
a former NHL Most Valuable 
Player pursuing a comeback 
after three years out of the 
league, inked a deal with Col¬ 
orado on Sunday.

Forsberg, 37, began train¬ 


ing with Colorado a fortnight 
ago. He wanted to find out if 
his chronically injured right 
foot could handle the rigours 
of the NHL. 

He said he had to get into 
game shape before he could 
make a decision. 

"The first couple of prac¬ 
tices were tough. Guys were 
flying around you and I felt like 
I was 47 instead of 37,” he said. 

Forsberg was a star in his 
prime, helping the Avalanche 
win Stanley Cup titles in 
1996 and 2001. He won the 
Hart Trophy as the league 
MVP in 2003 and the Ava¬ 
lanche said they are happy to 
have him back.

Vonii shocked by 'dangerous' course

Still nursing the after-ef¬ 
fects of a heavy crash while 
training last Wednesday, 
Vonn has said she will delay 
deciding whether to race in 
the super-G until Tuesday 
morning.

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Blatter says 2022 
will still be summer 
World Cup 


LONDON (AFP) - FIFA 
president Sepp Blatter added 
to the confusion surrounding 
the timing of the 2022 World 
Cup in Qatar by saying Mon¬ 
day he still expected it to take 
place in the northern hemi¬ 
sphere summer — having last 
month predicted it would be 
staged in winter. 

The tournament tradition¬ 
ally takes place in June and 
July but with temperatures in 
Qatar rising to 40 degrees 
Celsius in those months 
many have questioned 
whether it would be safe for 
the world's top footballers to 
play in such searing heat. 

And that led to sugges¬ 
tions, some from Blatter, that 
the first World Cup to be 
staged in the Middle East 
could take place in the Euro¬ 
pean winter for all that it 
might interfere with the con¬ 
tinent's club seasons. 

However, in an interview 
with the BBC on Monday, 
Blatter said: "I think for the 
time being the matter is on 
ice. Everything is settled for 
summer." 

But the Swiss head of 
football's world governing 
body said at the Asia Cup in 
Doha last month: "I expect it 


(the 2022 World Cup) to be in 
the winter because when you 
play football you must pro¬ 
tect the main people, the 
players." 

Nevetherless he told the 
BBC he had no preference 
and also disclaimed responsi¬ 
bility for a winter World Cup, 
saying the idea had been orig¬ 
inated by the likes of Ger¬ 
many great Franz 
Beckenbauer and former 
France international turned 
UEFA president Michel Pla¬ 
tini. 

"Who said first that we 
should play in winter? It was 
Franz Beckenbauer, second 
Michel Platini and the world 
footballers' union (Fifpro). 

"I am not in favour of one 
or the other. What I did say, 
winter is not only January or 
February. I think for the time 
being the matter is on ice." 

Blatter said a Qatar dele¬ 
gation had visited FIFA's 
headquarters in Zurich and 
indicated the World Cup 
would be played in its cus¬ 
tomary slot, with all matches 
taking place in the Gulf state 
alone following reports some 
fixtures could be 'exported' to 
neighbouring countries. 
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
